The man 
who adds intelligence toa dollar prac- 
tically doubles it; he gets as much out 
of his income as his neighbor who mul- 
tiplies it by two; for purchasing power 
is the test of value.

Old Time Hired Man. 


Dr. Edward Everett Hale in his last 
paper, ‘‘A New England Boyhood,” in 
the September Atlantic, says of an old- 
time New England Hired Man: 

The few New England children who 
still read the Rollo books will have pleas- 
ant remembrances of Jonas and Beech- 
nut, in whom Mr. Jacob Abbott. has 
presented for posterity the hired boy 
of New England country life. In_ life 
in a little town like Boston, this hired 
boy might grow to be the hired man, 
and,asin Fullem’s exceptional case, 
might grow to be a hundred years old, 
or nearly that, without changing that 
condition. If that happened, his pres- 
ence in a family became a factor of im- 
portance to the growing children. In 
the case of: Fullum, if, as he supposed, 
he was born in 1790, he was thirty-two 
years old when, in 1822, he took me in 
his arms, when I was an hour old. 

Fullum, then, had been a country 
boy, who came down from Worcester 
County to make his fortune. I do not 
know when, but it was before the time 
of the short war with England. He ex- 
pected to be, and was, the hired boy and 
hired man in one and another Boston 
family. Early in the business, he was 
in Mr. William Sullivan’s service. He 
was driving Mr. Sullivan out of town, 
one day, when they tound Roxbury 
street blocked up by the roof of the old 
meeting-house, which had been blown 
into the street by the gale of 1815. Af- 
terwards he was ‘in Daniel Webster’s 
service, and here also he took care of 
horses and carriages. He was a born 
tyrant, and it was always intimated that 
Mr. Webster did not fancy his rule. 
Anyway, he came from the Websters to 
us, I suppose when Mr. Webster went 
to Congress, in the autumn of 1820; 
and, in one fashion or another, he lived 
with our family, as a most faithful vas- 
sal or tyrant, for sixty-six years from 
that time. I say ‘‘vassal or tyrant,’’ 
for this was a pure piece of feudalism; 
and in the feudal system the vassal is 
often a tyrant, while the master 1s al- 
most alwaysaslave. Soisit that the 


memories of my boyhood are all mixed j, 


up with memories of Fullum. 

I have spoken. of him in connection 
with Miss Whitney’s school. Here was 
a faithful man Friday, who would have 
died for any of.us, so strong was his 
love for us, yet who insisted on render- 
ing his service very much in his own 
way. If my father designed a wooden 
horse for me, to be run on four wheels, 
after the fashion of what were called 
velocipedes in those days, he would 
make the drawings, but it would be Ful- 
lum’s bisiness to take them to the car- 
pentef’s and see the horse made. If 
we’were to have heavy hoops from wa- 
ter-casks, Fullum was the person who 
conducted the negotiation for them. 
There was no harm in the tutorship to 
which we were thus entrusted. He 
never used a profane or impure word 
while he was with us children; and as 
he was to us an authority in all mat- 
ters of gardening, of-carpentry, or driv- 
ing and the care of horses, -we came 
to regard him as, in certain lines, om- 
niscient and omnipotent. If now the

Dialects of China. : 

It is true that the inhabitants of 
Peking, Canton, Shanghai, Futwa 
and Amoy speak Chinese. But as 
to other parts of the country, it is 
also true that a citizen of the places 
named cannot understand the inhab- 
itants any more easily than ean a 
Berliner an Englishman, or a Pari- 
sian a Dutchman. Thus the posi- 
tion of the Chinaman in his own 
country, where various so called dia- 
lects are spoken, is rather peculiar. 
The Chinese dialects have nothing 
incommon with the patois, or con- 
versational forms of language. They 
are used by the highest and lowest 
classes the savants and uneducated, 
the officials and the coolies. The 
dialect is a language by itself. The 
various dialect forms, it is true, are 
related to one another in somewhat 
the same manner as the Arabic to 
the Hebrew, Syrian and other Se- 
mitic tongues, or German to English, 
Dutch, Danish, Swedish, ete. 

If it is desirable to classity the nu- 
merous dialects they may be divided 
into the Canton, Hakka, Amoy, Swa- 
tow, Shanghai, Ningho, the Hainan- 
ese and the Mandarin. The young- 
est of these dialects is the Mandarin. 
Mandarin, contrary to the general 
impression, is not the universal lan- 
guage of China. The Canton tongue 
resembles the ancient Chinese spoken 
3,000 years ago more closely than the 
Mandarin. The Hakka shows also 
traces of great antiquity. It ismuch 
older than the Mandarin, almost 
equaling in point of age the Canton 
tongue, or Cantonese. The same 
thing may besaid of the Swatow, 
Amoy and Shanghai dialects. In 
general we may say that the lan- 
guages spoken in southeastern China 
show traces of the ancient Chinese 
tongue, while the Mandarin tongue 
is modern. —Ostasintischer Lloyd.

The facts in regard to the death of the 
jhorse Arthur, owned by Thomas Cor- 
Inelie of Lawrence, which was spoken of 
quite fully in these columns last week, 
{came out the police court Wednesday 
iwhen George Madden, alias Frank Ben- 

ett, was called to answer to the charges 
lof stealing a ride and over driving the 
horse, Dr. Winchester testified that he 
made an autopsy on the animal and 
everything indicated that the horse died 
from exhaustion. Thomas Cornelie said 
he had owned the horse twelve or thir- | 
teen years and had never driven him a 
long distance. A Stoneham stableman 
said Bennett and another man drove into 
his stable that night about 10.15 and they 
said they jhad come from Lawrence in 
less than an hour, a distance of about 
sixteen miles. They left to return about 
11.45, Bennett’s companion testified to 
riding to Stoneham and to the rapid pace 
at which they went; but he said the horse 
jogged or walked most of the way back 
to Andover, Judge Stone found Bennett 
guilty on both charges and sentenced 
him to six{months’ imprisonment for 
pach offence. 


HOT WEATHER |THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN,| The Andover Case Revived. 
- CLOTHING. 2 


Trustees Claim that no New Trial can 


be Held. 


The hearing in the supposed-to-have- 
been-ended case of Prof. Smyth before 
the Board of Visitors on charges of 
heresy preferred by Drs. Wellman and 
Lanphear, occurred in Bartlett Chapel 
yesterday. At the previous hearing the 
Trustees were not summoned to appear, 
but as the court decided them to be 
proper parties, they were present this 
time, that is, all except three who were 
unavoidably detained. The Board of 
Visitors, as now made up, consists of 
Dr. Walker of Hartford, Dr. Quint of 
Boston, and Jugge Marshall of Lowell, 
the last named being the only one of the 
original board which condemned Prof. 
Smyth. 

The hearing opened at eleven o'clock, 
Dr. Walker presiding. After some for- 
mal proceedings Prof. S. E, Baldwin of 
New Haven, counsel for Prof. Smyth, 
spoke in support of the objections which 
had been filed against re-opening the 
ease. He said: 


“The supreme judicial court of Massa- 
chusetts has pronounced the trial which 
took place nearly six years ago irregular 
and the finding against Prof. Smyth null 
and void; but the court did not remit 
the case to this board for a new trial. On 
the contrary, it dismissed it. Therefore, 
there is nothing left to try. No one not 
in some way connected with the Theolog- 
ical Seminary can become a party to a 
trial before the Visitors; Messrs, Well- 
man and Lanphear ask to be heard as 


individuals, not as even claiming any | 


such connection, Uudoubtedly, Dr. 
Wellman, in his capacity as a trustee, 
could have had a standing before the 
tribunal, had he appeared officially; but 
even then he could have done so only af- 
ter having’ first presented his complaint 
to his associates on the Board of Trus- 
tees and taken, if he so desired, an ap- 
peal from their decision. It is contrary 
to the principles of justice,’ says the 
court, ‘‘that a man’s case should be tried 
by those who have already decided 
against him,” 

Judge Bishop of the Superior Court 
bench and one of the Trustees spoke for 
them in quite a long but very able and 
interesting manner. He devoted his at- 
tention mainly to the English law in re- 
gard to visitatorial principles because 
the founders of the Seminary had -used 
these for their foundation. His princi- 
ple arguments follow: 


FIRST. 


By the law of England and the uniform 
practice thereunder there are two meth- 
ods in which the powers of Visitors can 
be exercised :— 

By a visitation ex proprio motu, which 
can take place only at the time fixed by 
the statutes of the institution. 

The Andover statutes fix the time as 
once in each year. 

The law recognizes two classes of vis- 
itation: one arising from the sole move- 
ment of the Visitor, which is to be exer- 
cised at a general visitation; the other 
upon appeal by some person entitled to 
promote the office of Visitor,— that is, 
some person visitable, liable to be affect- 
ed by the visitatorial power; in other 
words, some ‘eae on the foundation, 
paren e of the immediate a a or 

enefit of the foundation or claiming 
such immediate support or benefit. 

It is clear that, according to the law of 
England, from the beginning the func- 
tions of Visitors have been discharged in 
one of the above ways; that a visitation 
proceeds from the Visitor alone, unaided 


|| and unembarassed by contestants as par- 


ties before him, and is the Visitors own 
investigation of the condition of the in- 
stitution over which he is placed; that 
the hearing of complaints by a Visitor is 
a different thing, and consists in the 
hearing of complaints from those only 
who have a right to be heard, — that is, 
from the corporation as a whole, or from 
any participant in the charity or person 
on the foundation, or claimant of the 
benefits. thereof; and that the method by 
which the pede timiled of any person en- 
titled to complain can be brought to the 
Visitor is by his appeal from a denial by 
the governing corporation or board of 
the rights which he claims, and that this 
is the only method. 

The Andover statutes were written in 
the light of the English practice and law, 
by men who were more familiar with 
English procedure in this respect than 
men of modern times. Moreover, they 
expressly state that the institution is to 
be conducted upon ‘'‘visitatorial princi- 
ples’ (Associate Statutes, Art. XXVIII). 
They mean the ‘“‘visitatorial principles” 
which had prevailed for centuries: they 
did not mean to set upa different method 
of their own. 

This construction leaves to the earlier 
statutes their full force, and maintains 
an entire consistency between the earlier 
and later statutes. The immediate care 
and government of the institution was 
given to the Trustees by the original 
statutes usiog Constitution, Articles 
XIII., XIV., XXXI., XXXIV.), and the 
visitatorial supervision of it to the Visi- 
tors by the Associate and Additional 
Statutes. 

It is a mistake to corfound visitatorial 
and administrative duties: the Visitors 
are to perform the one, the Trustees the 
other. To judge of complaints in the 
fiist instance is administration: to deter- 
mine the correctness of decisions thus 
made is visitation. Any other construc- 
tion gives the performance of the same 
class of duties to Visitors and Trustees 
indiscriminately, and enables a person 
who thinks himself aggrieved to go to 
the one or the other, accofding to which 
tribunal he thinks wil) be most favorable 
to him. It destroys method in the pro- 
cedure, and introduces disorder, and 
renders nugatory a good part of the orig- 
inal statutes. 


SECOND. 


Suppose this is a complaint, these per- 
sons have no standing to prosecute it, for 
two reasons; — 

They are not participants in the charity 
or persons on the foundation, nor do they 
claim to be. They were students in the 
Seminary, though this fact does not ap- 
pear in their petition, and doubtless at 
that time might have brought the heter- 
odoxy of the then Professors to the at- 
tention of the Trustees, and by appeal to 
the Visitors. Theirs are two out of the 
over one thousand unstarred names in 
the General Catalogue. Is it the law 
that each of these many gentlemen can 
promote,the visitatorial Office? One of 


these gentlemen, Dr. Wellman, is a Trus-. 


tee, though that fact nowhere appears in 


the paper we are called upon to answer, 
which he signs individually. Wedo not 
argue that if, after a hearing before the 
Trustees of any grievance or ground of 
objection which he thought existed, he 
had, in case of an adverse decision, ap- 

ealed to the Visitors, he would not have 
eee entitled to a hearing. Doubtless he 
would, and that is the course the Trus- 
tees supposed he intended to pursue; 
but his attitude in the present hearing is 
that of an individual merely, going di- 
rectly to the Visitors. 

The Trustees wish to,say that such an 
investigation at any and_all times by the 
Board of Visitors they will welcome sin- 
cerely. They hope that the new Board 
of Visitors will by personal and repeated 
examinations of all the affairs of this 
Seminary, and all the teaching therein, 


make themselves entirely familiar with 


everything that is going on init. And the 
Trustees promise the Visitors ‘that their 
aid shall] not be wanting to make all the 
examinations and investigations of the 
Visitors effectual to the thorough under- 
standing by them of all matters connected 
with the Seminary. 

But, if this is the character of the 
present proceeding, what duty have the 
gentlemen who present this petition to 
perform about it, and in what way can 
the Board of Visitors be by them assisted 
in the discharge of duties which it is in- 
cumbent upon the Visitors to perform? 
It is the duty of the visitatorial office to 
make visitations. Are these gentlemen 
aids: or assistants in the work? What 
right have they to claim to be? Who 
has given them authority to see to it that 
the Visitors perform their duties? Can 
they not trust the impartiality, the fidel- 
ity, and the sound understanding upon 
theological questions of the Board of 
Visitors? 


THIRD. 


For the foregoing reasons. we submit 
that the petition in this case should be 
dismissed. We submit thatit should be 
dismissed for the further reason that it 
is stale. The amended complaint was 
filed nearly six years ago. Six annual 
visitations of the Seminary by the Vis- 
itors have since taken place. During the 
intervening time Dr. Smyth and his as- 
sociates have been performing their work 
in a manner to be known and understood 
by the Visitors Through evil and through 
good report they have gone on in the 
discharge of their duties, In this time 
Dr. Smyth has taken the creed. If there 
is heterodoxy in his teachings or beliefs, 
or in the teachings or beliefs of any of 
his associates, we ask the Visitors to find 
it out, and we will aid them by every 
means in our power; but we ask them to 
do it by regular methods; we ask them to 
do it in the light of all the teaching these 
men are giving, and all the influence they 
are exerting, in this Seminary; we ask 
them to do it of their own motion, gov- 
erned by the impartial spirit and the 
scholarly intelligence which will actuate 
them, and unattended by those whose 
partisanship unfits them for such a duty. 
If this Seminary is leading men to error, 
we have the strongest duty to wish it to 
be discovered. If it is leading men to 
light, and giving them a sound and 
strong basis of preparation to enable 
them to go forth and bring mankind toa 
knowledge of our Lord and Saviour, we 
feel assured that this fact will appear. 


After dinner Dr. Wellman took the 
floor, but spoke very briefly, conceding 
the point so clearly shown that he had 
no legal standing before this body. He 
had unshaken confidence in the Board of 
Visitors to do whatis right. He stated 
that he appeared by permission and au- 
thority from the Board of Visitors. They 
understand the Boa.d of Visitors can 
have a visitation or judicial procedure, 
He insisted quite warmly that the ques- 
tion should not be a legal one but a theo- 
logical discussion, - 

Dr. Lanphear said a few words in sup- 
port of his co-complainant. His opinions 
in regard to Prof. Smyth had not changed 
in all these years. There were six points 
on which he would like to be heard. 

At this point a somewhat lively dis- 
cussion took place between Drs. Walker 
and Wellman, as to just the position in 
which the latter considered himself to 
to stand. Dr. Wellman replied, in sub- 
stance, that having, with others, brought 
certain complaints to the notice of the 
Visitors, the latter expressed a prefer- 
ence that the former should formulate 


and prosecute definite charges. Reply- 


ing to further and more searching ques- 
tions by Dr. Walker, Dr. Wellman ad- 
mitted that the Visitors did not request 
a prosecution, but merely expressed a 
desire that in case the matter was pushed 
it should be in the manner described, 

Drs. Fiske and Vose, both of the Board 
of Trustees, declared the desire of the 
Board of Trustees to promote the inter- 
ests of the Seminary in every thing and 
not to cover up or conceal anything. 
They were as anxious for its welfare as 
the complainants could be, and they 
courted the fullest inquiry by the Visi- 
tors, only they wanted it done in a regu- 
lar and proper way. 

Right here the fact came ont ‘that the 
complainants were not ready to proceed, 
but wanted action postponed for quite a 
long time, Dr. Lanphear suggesting that 
it be after the meeting of the American 
Board next October. The Trustees and 
Prof. Smyth insisted that there be no 
delay, as the notices were served fully 
Six weeks ago. 

The last address of the day was by 
Prof. Smyth himself and he insisted with 
pathetic earnestness that there should 
be no unnecessary delay. He was now 
in the 30th year of his service in the Sem- 
inary. He was growing gray. He had 
grown gray pretty rapidly in the past 
six years. He had some work that he 
would like to do yet. How much longer 
was this burden to hang over his head? 
Prof. Smyth’s touching appeal elicited 
spontaneous applause, the first manifes- 
tation of feeling during the day. 

After this the Board said it would take 
the matter under advisement and so ad- 
journed the hearing until next Tuesday 
at 10.45 A. M. in the same place.

. Ckarged with Arson. 


Since the fire which destroyed the 
buildings belonging to Charles Mears at 
Lowell Junction oi Tuesday of last week 
the opinion has continued to grow upon 
the mindsof the people that it was of 
incendiary origin. Chief of Police Chee- 
ver, who was present at the time of the 
fire, began at once to look into the case, 
and after a thorough investigation, he 
thought suspicion pointed strongly to 
Bertie Mears, son of the owner of the 
ruined buildings, as the incendiary, So 
on Sunday, having procured a warrant, 
he arrested the youth and locked him up 
in the police station. The Mears boy is 
between 18 and 19 years old, and though 
held on a sérious charge he appeared. 
calm and cool and confident that he 
should be exonerated. ; 

The case came up for a hearing before 
Judge Poor Monday afternoon. The de- 
fendant was represented by Lawyer Wal- 
ter Coulson of Lawrence. The first wit- 
ness called was Harry Beverstock, who 
lived in the house in question. Mr. 
Beverestock is quite hard of hearing and 
did not seem to know much about the 
case, or, if he did, he did not tell it. He 
said the young man came into the house 
and asked for a match to light a cheroot, 
and he told him to help himself, showing 
him the box. He then went out and in 
about five minutes came back and asked 
me to bring’ a pail. I looked out and 
saw the barn full of smoke. Cross-exam- 
ined by Lawyer Coulson, no new facts 
were revealed, except that he saw the 
boy light the cheroot. 

C. H. Gordon of Lowell, a locomotive 
engineer, was next put on the witness 
stand, He was engaged as engineer by 
the Boston and Maine railroad and at. 
this time was shifting cars near and in 
plain sight of the buildings. Saw the 
boy about 4.30 going from the house 
toward the barn with something which 
looked like a pail on his arm. Next saw 
smoke and fire in the barn and gave an 
alarm by blowing the whistle of the en- 
gine. Also saw boy afterwards going 
towards the shanty of Mr. Clemons, a 
switchman. When on cross-examination 
Lawyer Coulson suggested that sparks 
from the engine might have caused the 
fire, Mr. Gordon said that, speaking from 
his experience as an engineer, it would 
be almost impossible for sparks’ to have 
caused it, as the wind was blowing in a 
wrong direction, and he was not using 
steam enough to emit-any sparks, espe- 
cially as the engine had a spark arrester. 
Mr. Coulson and Mr. Gordon had quite a 
discussion in regard to the spark ques- 
tion, but the latter held firm to the asser- 
tion that sparks could not have been the 
cause, 

Albert E. Clemons, employed as a 
switchman by the B. & M., next testified 
that he saw the young man near the 
turn-table switch, when Mr, Gordon gave 
the alarm. He (the boy) seemed to him 
to be ‘putting on airs’? and was smoking 
a cigarette. Saw a pail eight or ten feet 
from the barn-door. Hunted for a lad- 
der, but could not find one in the neigh- 
borhood, Judged that fire commenced 
on inside of the barn in the north-east 
corner, Mr. Clemons presented a plan 
of the premises and explained it. 

Chief of Police Cheever testified to 
being present at the fire, when house was 
burning. Walked toward the barn, saw 
the pail, which was jammed, about four 
feet from barn-door. Boy had gone, but 
he went and helped pull the engine. He 
seemed excited when I approached and 
acted queer. ; 

This concluded the testimony and Law- 
yer Coulson for the defence said there 
was not a scintilla of evidence showing 
that the boy was guilty of the crime and 
briefly reviewed the case. 

Judge Poor then summed up the argu- 
ments for the prosecution, and thought 
from the evidence given, there was prob- 
able cause for holding the boy, and so 
ordered him to recognize in the sum of 
$3000 for the coming term of the Supe- 
rior Court. 

Mr. Coulson did not put the defendant 
on the stand, because he said he did not 
think it necessary; and when informed 
by the judge that it would probably not 
change his decision in regard to holding 
him, he said he certainly should not. 
The boy was committed to Lawrence 
jail, as no bail was forthcoming.

EVIDENCE IS ALL IN. 


Testimony ‘Appears Strongly in 
Favor o* Lizzie Borden. 


Belief That thy Prisoner Will Be Held 

for Trial—Aryament by Counsel Will 
the First Chapter in the 
Famous Can. 


Complete 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 26. — The 
battle for Lizzie Borden’s life is on. It 
promises to be long and bitter, even in its 
preliminary stage. 

Yesterday, though much of the time 
was occupied in the routine business of 
establishing the fact of murder, the hear- 
ing was of tragic interest throughout. 

Fall River—New England one might 
say—has witnessed no such scene as that 
of yesterday, when Andrew Borden’s 
daughter heard without the movement of 
a muscle a recital so ghastly in its de 
tails that it elicited frequent exclama- 
tions of horror from the curious who had 
come to see and hear. 

Almost all of the session was occupied 
by the testimony of Medical Examiner 
Dolan. It touched the accused only at 
intervals. Dr. Dolan swears that the 
cause of death was shock from the 
wounds. The Bordens, then, were not 
mutilated after having died from poison. 

Again, the nature of the stain on the 
hatchet and axe and on Lizzie’s clothing 
was not determined by the doctor’s testi- 
mony. He believes the blows were given 
by a hatchet found in the cellar, It was 
stained, and upon it two short hairs—one 
gray and one dark brown—were found. 
Such blows could easily have been de- 
livered by a person of moderate strength. 
That was the substance of yesterday’s 
testimony. 

The Second Day's Hearing. 

FALL River, Mass., Aug. 27.—Medical 
Examiner Dolan again took the stand, and 
admitted that he severed the heads of the 
murdered couple. The prisoner and her 
sister wept at the recital. No evidence 
was produced to show that Mr. Borden 
intended to makea will. Bridget Sualli- 
van and John V. Morse were the chief 
witnesses. 

Restrictions on the Matron. 

FALL RIver, Mass., Aug. 29.—Since the 
publication of the quarrel episode between 
Lizzie Borden and her sister Emma, 
scrupulous restrictions have been placed 
upon the matron, Mrs. Regan, and no one 
is allowed near the room where Lizzie 
Borden is incarcerated. The approaches 
are guarded, and none save her immediate 
friends can get near enough to see which 
way the grain runs on the locked door. 

About Prussic Acid. 

FALL River, Mass., Aug. 30.—Three 
witnesses positively identified Lizzie Bor- 
den as the woman who attempted to buy 
the 10cents’ worth of prussic acid at 
Smith’s drug store, on the day before the 
murder. Others told of her cool demeanor 
after the discovery of the crime. An offi- 
cer swore that Lizzie told him she heard a 
peculiar noise at about the time it is sup- 
posed that Mr. Borden was murdered, 
Mr. Charchill told. of Lizzie’s expressed 
thought:that Mrs. Borden,too, might have 
‘been murdered. Officer Doherty described 
a buuch of hair found on the bed beside 
which Mrs. Borden lay, and which looked 
as though it might have been pulled from 
her head. Others told how they com- 
manded a view of the Borden yard and 
those adjoining during much of the time, 
which is important. These were the chiet 
points elicited in the Fall River mystery. 

State Closes Its Case. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 31.—The state 
has closed its case in the examination of 
Lizzie Borden amid a series of sensations. 
Professor Wood has submitted the result 
of his inquiries, and they formed the first 
sensation. He was expected to produce a 
whole lot of blood corpuscles on the scene. 
He did not do it. He testified that he 
found no blood on the hatchet, no human 
hair on the hatchet, no blood on the waist 
or skirt of the outer dress, no blood on the 
shoes or stockings, no prussic acid or other 
poison and no evidence of any in either of 
the stomachs. 

The afternoon was consumed in the 
reading by Mr. Knowlton of the court 
stenographer’s report of her testimony as 
taken at the inquest. The effect of this 
was not the samein every instance. It 
closed the case of the prosecution, and 
court adjourned at 5 o’clock, leaving those 
who had heard it to take issue with each 
other on street corners, in the lobby of 
hotels and over family supper tables as to 
how it should be judged. 

Last Day of the Hearing. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Sept. 1.—Today the 
counsel in the great Borden tragedy will 
address the court upon the question as to 
whether or not there is probable ground 
for holding Lizzie A. Borden for the grand 
jury on a charge of killing Andrew J. 
Borden with a hatchet on the morning of 
Aug. 4. 

The defense rested its case-at 3:30 yester- 
day afternoon after testimony which is 
generally admitted to have been strongly 
favorable to the case of the prisoner at the 
bar. 

It is probable that the addresses will be 
by no means short, for the evidence is 
long and leaves much room for theorizing 
and the drawing of inferences. It is cir 
cumstantial, and is damaging or shadowy, 
according to the standpoint from which it 
is regarded. It is the general belief that 
the prisoner will be held. 

The evidence pro and con isin. The ar- 
gument alone is tocome. With today the 
first legal stage of the greatest case in the 
eriminal annals of New England ends. In 
many ways itis as full of mystery now 
as it was when Fall River stood aghast at 
the full announcement of its horrors 
twenty-seven days ago. 


Would-Be Murderer Bound Over. 

NorwiIc¢u, Conn., Aug. 31.—Manuel Rose, 
Portuguese, who shot and wounded Man- 
uel Texerira. in a quarrel over cards, two 
weeks ago, was bound over to the superior 
court for trial in #500 bonds, Texerira, 
whose wounds were at first supposed to be 
fatal, has recovered sufficiently to- appear 
in court as a witness. ‘ 


Shot Himself in the Ear. 
HARTFORD, Aug. 30.—Henry Alonzo Ben- 
ton, a tailor, 64 years of age, committed 
suicide at his workshop by shooting him- 
self in the right ear. He was despondent 
on account of the death of his wife and in- 
_ sanity of his daughter. 


Suicide of a Veteran. 
WoRCESTER, Mass., Aug. 29.—Levi S. 
Bigelow, a veteran of the Fifty-first regi- 
ment, committed suicide by drowning in 
Lake Quinsigamond. Ill health was the 
cause, He was 66 years old. 


Got His Walking Papers. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—The president, 
at the suggestion of Attorney General 
Miller, has removed from office E. H. Par- 
sons, United States marshal for the terrt- 
ritory of Utuh. 
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PLATFORM AND CANDIDATES 


Which: Will Be Supported by Connecti- 
cut Prohibitionists This’ Fall. 


HARTFOKD, Sept. 1.—The platform, as 
adopted by the state Prohibition conven- 
tion, deplores the liquor traffic as the 
chief menace of the state and nation. 
High license can afford no relief. It gives 
incentive intrenchment and monopoly to 
the traffic. The public welfare requires 
the entire suppression of the beverage— 
traffic in manufacture, sale, transporta- 
tion and importation. The American 
school system is unequivocally indorsed 
and appropriations for sectarian purposes 
denounced. The ballot to all, regardless 
of sex,and equal pay to the sexes for equal 
work, is advocated. 

On the tariff question the platform fa- 
vors protecting American interests by a 
return to ‘a tariff for revenue to defray 
the necessary expenses of the government, 
and discriminating with special reference 
to the protecting of the domestic labor of 
the country. To these ends we propose 
that the tariffs levied to protect manufac- 
turers shall yi no case exceed the differ- 
ence in labor cost between this and com- 
peting countries: and we believe that the 
present industrial conditions are such 
that free raw material will promote the 


economic welfare of the whole people. 


The residue of means necessary to an 
economical administration of the govern- 
ment should be raised by levying a bur- 


den on what the people possess, instead of 


what we consume.” 

Arbitration is favored to settle labor 
strikes, Stringent laws for the protection 
of the dairy interests of the state are fa- 
vored. The election of the president and 


senators by direct vote of the people is 


favored. 

After the adoption of the platform, the 
following ticket was nominated: Govern- 
or, Edwin P. Auger of Middletown; 
lieutenant governor, A, M. Bancroft of 
Ellington; secretary of state, Henry R. 
Palmer of Stonington; treasurer, Watson

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American Opals, 

An opal, found and cut as a gem in 
this country, was sold by a jeweler | 
in this city the other day for $5v0. 
It was obtained from a newly dis- 
covered mine in the state of Wash- 
ington, near the Idaho line. At that 
place, which has been called Gem 
City, the volcanic rocks are honey- | 
combed with cavities that contain | 
small nodules of this precious va- 
riety of hydrated quartz. Many of 
them are of great beauty and value. 

Speaking of this discovery of | 
American opals, Mr. George F. | 
Kunz, the expert in gems employed 
by Tiffany & Co., exhibited to the 
reporter the great Hope opal, one of 
the most celebrated in the world. It 
formerly belonged to Henry Philip 
Hope, the Dutch banker, who owned 
the finest collection of precious stones 
ever got together. He liquidated the 
national debt of Brazil and took his 
pay in diamonds from that country, 
which originally inspired him with 
his hobby. Among the well known 
gems possessed by him was the Hope 
diamond, a blie-white stone of forty- 
four carats, valued at $100,000; like- 
wise the largest existing pearl, drop 
shaped, which weighed over three 
ounces, surmounted in the setting by 
a coronet of diamonds, 

The opal referred to, though of 
Mexican origi, is said to have been 
among the ornaments of a. Persian 
shrine in the Seventeenth century. 
It represents the sun with.a full face 
carved on its surface, the rays being 
supplied by the antique gold setting. 
As is very common with Mexican 
opals, itis badly flawed—in fact, so 
cracked that it would probably fall 
to pieces if the setting were removed. 
It is oval in shape and its longest 
diameter is about an inch.—New 
York Sun.

HE COULDN’T TELL A LIE.
